Ventura County Fair directors set 
poe date for this year’s exposition for 
October 1 to 5, inclusive. It had at 
first been: suggested that the fair be 
held early in the summer. 

A new 50 room hotel, to cost ap- 
proximately $50,000, is to be built at 


California Hot Springs, famous health |

Planting of three and one-half miles 
of scarlet Hawthorne trees from the 
Santa Rosa city limits south to Belle- 
vue on the Redwood highway has been 
completed. The tree planting program 
is the first of a plan to be carried out 
by the Highway Commission and 
chambers of commerce along the 
route. 


A. T. Hatch, who has been proprie- 
tor of Hotel Wolf at Stockton for the 
past two years, ahnounced the sale of 
the furnishings and lease to Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Ensign of Los Angeles. It 
is said the transaction represented a 
consideration of $300,000. Hatch stated 
he had been given the management 
of a $500,000 estate left by an uncle, 
who died recently. 


California's six State mental hos- 
pitals, two homes for feeble minded 
and three reform schools have a com- 
bined population of 18,260 according 
to-a report filed with Governor Young 
by Earl E. Jensen, State director of 
institutions. The records showed 
14,451 in the hospitals, 2,684 in the 
homes and 1,125 in the reformatories.

Production of school textbooks in 
the State printing plant saved the 
State $289,284.45 in 1929, Lyman M. 
King, director of the Department of 
Finance, has reported to Gov. C. C. 
The number of textbooks pro- 
duced during the year was the largest 
in the history of the printing plant, 
totaling 1,956,284 volumes, King re- 
ported. This exceeded the 1928 total 
by 824,477 volumes. King’s report 
placed. the. total cost of printing and 
distributing the textbooks free to 
pupils .at $312,545.66. This included 
actual production costs, plus the 6 per 
cent deprecfation surcharge, the royal- 
ty, and the Board of Education's over- 
head of 10 per cent for distribution. 


| It was estimated by King the cost of 
| the books would have been $601,810.11 


| 


had the State purchased them at pub- 
lishers’ wholesale rates. The saving 
effected was 47 per cent. In 1928, the 
saving was 36 per cent, and in 1927 it 
was 42 per cnet. Two of the series of 
child-story readers, the primer and the 
first reader, cost the State 24 cents 
per volume for the primer and 27 
cents per volume for the first reader, 
the report said. Had the State pur- 
chased these books instead of print- 
ing them, the price for the 174,797 
primera would have been 51 cents 
‘each, while the 175,55. volumes of 
the first reader would have cost 54 
cents each, it was declared.

Ekes Out Meager Living in 


Montmartre, France. 


Paris, France.—The daughter of the 
mork Rasputin, who wielded powerful 
influence over the czarina of Russia, 
Mme. Marie Svlovieva-Rasputin, earns 
a meager living ag a cabaret sence 
in Montmartre, 

Since she came to France with 
many thousfnds of other Russians 
ufter thé Red revolution, the daugh- 
ter of Rasputin has experfenced many 
vicissitudes and has worked in. many 
humble, stations in order to support 
herself and her two children. 

“I consider myself Jucky in being 
able to dance in the fashionable night 
resorts in the bright-light district of 
Paris, where thousands of Americans 
come to amuse themselves,” Mme. So- 
lovieva-Rasputin said. “I do not care 
for the cabaret, but I find it easier 
to dance than to work as a kitchen 
hand, as I wag forced to do not long 
after I came here. 

In Taxl Smashup. 


“I have been dogged by the same 
sinister influence which fate seemed 
to exercise over my father, because I 
was recently involved in a taxi smash 
and was unable to work for a time, 
and It was only because of gifts from 
charitable people that I and my two 
daughters, seven and five years old, 
have been able to exist.” 

The daughter of the Russian monk 
is intensely religious. At night, after 
the bright lights of Montmartre are 
dimmed, she goes to her room and 
prays before the ikon, which is one 
of the few legacies she possesses from 
her father. The ikon was found near 
his body after his assassination. 

“I carry this ikon with me always, 
cherishing {it as a rare memento of 
my unhappy father. Whatever may 
have heen said abont him, my father, 
wag the incarnation of sagacity and 
common sense and he was also gifted 
with the power of clairvoyance. Many 
times he said: ‘When I am dead the 
dynasty ‘will be overthrown.’ Three 
months after his assassination the 
revolution broke out, bathing Russia 
in bloodshed and sweeping away such 
small fortunes as we posge&sed.

“My father was poor and after his 
death our plight was terrible. My hus- 
band was an officer in the army of 
Admiral Koltcha. When the Reds de- 
feated the White army we fled from 
Russia and sought refuge here in 
France.”

Jokes to Be Repressed 
Against Fascist Regime 


Rome.—Jokes and sarcastic witti- 
ecisms against the Fascist regime are 
henceforth to be sternly repressed. 
Clubs and cafes have heard many jests 
against the regime, generally in good 
part, but often with a spice of malice. 
The jests have come mostly from 
Fascists themselves, and derive from 
the essentially Latin habit of making 
fun of oneself Frobably there has 
been a little exaggeration in this dil- 
rection, whence the circular of Sec- 
retary Augusto Turati to the provin- 
cial secretaries of the Fascist party 
urging that an end be put to this _pri- 
vate form of lampooning. 

Mussolini himself smilingly admitted 
the existence of this lampovnery in 
an address to the senate when he said 
that the “jus mormorand!” or right to 
murmur was a tolerable thing. 

The Roman tradition of popular 
jests is ancient, and in the Eighteenth 
and early Nineteenth century the fa- 
mous statue of Pasquino outside the 
Braschi palace, formerly the ministry 
of the interior, used to be the site 
where the city wits hung their wise- 
cracks known as “pasquinades” late 
at night for the delectation of the 
morning public.

Jericho, Palestine-——The practice of : 
child-sacrifice on the site of Jericho | 
in the Bronze age was revealed by , 
inspection of the latest excavations 


made here under direction of the 
British archeologist, Prof. Walter 
Garsting. é 


Tragic aspects of ancient life with- 
in the walled city before the Israe 
lite conquest were revealed during 
excavation of the bones of children | 
killed sacrifielally in the years prior 
to Joshua's successful assaui:t on the: 
elfy. 

The correspondent was accompanied 
by Professor Garstang on a visit to 
the excavations at old Jericho where 
the Sir Charles Marston expédition 
has been working some time. 

The defensive citadel. twelve feet : 
thick of exceptional height, was be- 
Heved to have been built about 2,000 
B. C. But the excavations have 
changed many previous assumptions 
about old Jericho, which was cursed 
and burned by Joshua. 

The expedition has discovered that ; 
the earlier city had the targest wall 
and that the city begen to decline and 
lose population, making necessary the | 
buildigg of smaller and more easily | 
protected’ walls in later centuries. | 

The theory that an earthquake |” 
caused the collapse of the wall of | 
Jericho, will be worked out by the 
expedition next, as this season's 
work will end shortly. 

The biblical version fs that Joshua 
was instructed to have his priests 
march around the wall seven days, 
blowing trumpets and then, on the 
seventh day, all the people shouted 
with a great shout and the wall fell 
flat and they marched in. The inhab- 
itants of the besieged city were then 
slain and the city itself burned. 

In the burned city, as it Is ex- 
posed today, the remains of charred 
corn in a bin were seen which were 
there when the Israelites marched 
over the fallen wall. 


Four Stowaways, 
Sharks fo F hip 


New York.—A sto’ four &tow- 
aways, believed to have’ deserted from 
the navy, who braved a forty-five- 
minute swim in the shark-infested wa- 
ters off Jamaica, was brought into 
port by Capt. William Kroll, master 
of the Statendam of the Holland- 
American line. The young men es- 
caped the sharks, but landed in the 
custody of the United States navy, 
which is trying to identify them. 

The Statendam, on a West.Indies 
cruise, was steaming away frem Co- 
lon, Canal Zone, on February 12, 
when the stowaways were’ discovered.

Captain Kroll said the men went 
through the port hole and Into the 
sea when the vessel was several miles 
off the coast.

Washington.—News of Alaska’s lat- 
est gold strike in the vicinity of Poor- 
man has reached the War department 
from Sergeant William N. Growden of 
the signal corps unit at Ruby, Alaska, 
who took five days’ furlough to stake 
a claim.
